Representatives of the Pacific Telephone Company 
advised that telephone companies throughout the United States 
have been aware of the wide usage of a multi-frequency signal 
generator called a “blue box" which circumvents billing pro- 
cedures as well as detection of long-distance telephone calls. 
These representatives advised that their company's Legal Depart- 
ment has stated that the company has a right to monitor sub- 
scribers' telephone lines to determine the existence of any 
fraud against the company; further, according to the Legal | 
Department, the company has a responsibility to disseminate 
to the appropriate investigative agency any violation of 
Federal law which might be evidenced through such monitor- 
ing.

TECHNICAL DESCRIPTION OF THE 
MULTI-FREQUENCY TONE GENERATOR 
ALSO KNOWN AS THE "BLUE BOx"

The function of the "blue box" is to simulate 
pulses used by telephone operators and automatic dialing 
equipment to make long-distance telephone calls. By using 
the “blue box" a subscriber is able to make direct distant 
dial toll calls without activating telephone company billing 
equipment, 


The caller accomplishes this by dialing the 

area code, a three digit number followed by the number 

of the universal information operator which is 555-1212. 

The universal information operator call is a no charge 

number . At any time after the ringing commences the 

"blue box" is used to introduce a 2600 cycle per second (cps) 
tone into the transmitter of the telephone instrument. 

nis is accomplished by pressing appropriate button on the 
"blue box" and at the same time holding a small speaker 
attached to the "blue box" near the transmitter of the 
telephone instrument being used. This drops the information 
operator from the line, but retains the circuit in the 
long-distance toll trunk. Then the start button or key pulse 
button is pressed, introducing a multi-frequency tone of 
1100 and 1700 cps into the transmitter, thereafter the 
area code followed by the telephone number of the party 
being called is pulsed by using the appropriate buttons in 
proper sequence. The frequency used to represent the 

various digits is as follows:

Another button on the "blue box" usually 
marked "stop" is then depressed which introduces a 
multi-frequency tone of 1500 and 1700 cps into the 
transmitter. This completes the calling operation and 
rings the called party's telephone. 


There are variations to the method of 
completing the calls through the utilization of the "blue 
box", but the general procedure is as described above.

which resembled a cigar box similar to the one shown in the 
photographs, but which more resembled a cigar box. He stated 
that this device was at that moment locked in his desk 

‘drawer at his office at 15519 South Crenshaw in Gardena. Mr. 
CLEMENT agreed to furnish this device to the arresting Agents 
if he was permitted to stop by his office. He referred to this 
box as "an amazing device" but said that he did not quite 
understand how it worked. He said his box was available to 
other persons in his office but »e would not specify who 

else may have used it. He avoi J making any direct admission 
that he himself had used this box on long distance calls, ’ 
stating that the device did not belong to him. CLEMENT 
inquired if anyone else from his office was being arrested at 
this time but he was not given any direct answer. 


While continuing to dress, CLEMENT inquired as to’ 
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the possibility of making a bond and was permitted to use 

the telephone in his bedroom on two occasions, but he apparently 
was not able to complete either call. No search of CLEMENT's 
residence was made. 


t 7:48 a.m. CLEMENT was fully dressed and was 
placed in an FBI automobile and driven to his office. During 
this trip he was permitted to read the Suet ea which had 
been filed against him. 


CLEMENT stated that if he had used such a device, 
it would not have been with any intent to defraud anyone. 
He said if he had used such a device, it would have been 
during his “idle time" and if he had to pay for such calis 
he would not have made them as he could not afford it. He said 
it seemed to him that if using the device was a violation of 
any law that arrests would have been made sooner than now. 


CLEMENT indicated that he was not certain if he 
should be furnishing information about this matter, at which 
time he was then asked to furnish background information and 
descriptive data regarding himself. After t asked

He said explained 
to him that the device operates on a "free line” through which 
telephone operators all over the country talk with each other 
and no charges are made for any calls made on this line. 
Therefore, CLEMENT did not think_that use of such a line would 
constitute any fraud. He said| | ef ox in his 
office and it was his understanding ae | Iwas to return 
to be paid, however he has never returned. 


Upon arriving at 15519 South Crenshaw in Gardena, 
CLEMENT led the Agents to Room 201 at that address, which is 
the office of ESCOA Corporation, and entered. CLEMENT spoke 
briefly with the girl in the outer office and entered the 
rear office containing two desks and other office furniture. 
CLEMENT produced a key and opened the center desk drawer of . 
hie deck and oxelaimed, "It's gone! It was right here. .Jast 
night when I left." CLeminr stated thet his boss, JOE SOLDIS, 
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is the only other person who has a key to CLEMENT's desk and 
indicated that SOLDIS obviously took the device out of his 
drawer. CLEMENT found a key on his desk top, which he said 
was a strange key but assumed it may be the key to the desk 
used by SOLDIS in the same room and offered to open that 
desk, but this offer was declined by the Agents. CLEMENT 
looked into the other drawers of his own desk to satisfy 
himself that the device was not in his desk. At that time, 
the telephone on CLEMENT's desk rang and he answered it, 
indicating the caller was his boss, JOE SOLDIS. He told 
SOLDIS that FBI Agents were with him and asked SOLDIS what 
happened to the box. CLEMENT shrugged his shoulders, 

said a few more words and hung up. He told the Agents that 
in response to his question of what happened to the box, 
SOLDIS replied, "What box, I don't know anything about any 
box." No search was made of CLEMENT's desk or office 

by the arresting Agents. 


CLEMENT was then taken by the Agents by automobile 

to the FBI office at 1340 West Sixth Street, Los Angeles, 

where he was fingerprinted and photographed, after which he was 

transported to the office of the U.S. Commissioner in the 

Federal Building. After the U.S. Commissioner remanded 

CLEMENT to the custody of the U.S. Marshal in lieu of $1,000 

bond, CLEMENT was taken to the office of the U.S. Marshal in 

the Federal Building where he was booked/in as a 

ntacted by his attorney. ] . 

CLEMENT then stated that he did not desire to furnish 

any further information regarding this matter until after he 

could consult with his attorney.

The monitoring 
tapes thereby sreytaed a record to serve as a basis 
for the telephone company to make a charge for the 
calls that were placed by use of the 'blue box'. 

“On April 11, 1965 [sic 1966], a special agent

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, ARGUMENT 
As SECTION 605 DOES NOT PROTECT 


ILLEGAL USERS OF A COMMUNI- 
CATION FACILITY. 


Title 47, United States Code, Section 605, was enacted 
to protect the means, and not to insure the secrecy, of 
communications. | k. United States, 355 U.S. 96 (1957). 
The only Supreme Court authority on the issue of the rights of 
an illegal user of a communication facility is found in United 
States v. | 351 U.S. 916 (1956), which affirmed per curiam 
the Court of Appeal's decision found at 226 F. 2d 281 (9th Cir. 
1955), in which the latter court had said: 

"(T]o throw a mantle of protection 

provided by §605 over an outlaw broadcast 

is to abandon reason. . . before any right 

of privacy exists the voice must be legally 

on the air; otherwise ca who hears . 


may make full disclosure. oo 


The[___ease has been followed inf sik United 


States, 382 F.2d 607 (10th Cir. 1967), in which the Court said 
that Section 605 was adopted to protect: 
"|. authorized users of telephonic or 
radio facilities; it was not intended as a refuge 
13. 
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tor wrongdoer who uses the telegjne in 


a scheme to violate the wire fraud statute." (p. 611) 


In the recent. case of Hanna v. “inited States, 404 F.2d 
405 (5th Cir. 1968), che: Court held that: 
"It must, therefore, be conceded that 
_ when the use of the communication facility 
itself is illegal, section 605 has no application, 
at least insofar as concerns the person guilty 
of such illegal uses. Whatever we steht other- 


wise think, this Court is bound by th¢___| 
decision. " (p. 408) 


Additional weight has been added to the [ decision 
by the case of _|v. United States, 389 U.S. 347 (1967), in 
which che Supreme Court stated that: 

“One who occupies it [a phone booth], 

shuts the door behind him, and pays the toll 

that permits him to place a call is surely 

entitled to assume that the words he utters 

into the mouthpiece will not be broadcast to 

the world," [p. 352] [emphasis added] thereby 

implying that a person unlawfully obtaining the 

use of the telephone would not be entitled to 


Fourth Amendment protection. 









3. ® “THE TELEPHONE COMPAT# LAWFULLY 
. MONITORED THE ILLEGALLY “PLACED" 
CALLS. 


After becoming aware of the "printout" for November, — 
1965, showing that telephone number 656-0723 was being used 
to make vast numbers of information calls of extended duration, 
the telephone company had strong reason to believe that someone, 
identity unknown, was using a "blue box" to place calls from that 
number. © 

Under these circumstances, the telephone company had 


not only a right but a duty under several statutes to make certain 


that this use of its facilities was properly billed. The Communi- 


cations Act imposes on every telephone company the duty to 


_ require all users of its interstate services to pay the tariff- 


prescribed charges on file with the Federal Communications 
Commission. No carrier can discriminate between its customers 
by extending preferential treatment to any. 47 U.S.C. §§202, 


203(c). Knowingly to allow those committing electronic toll fraud 


a 


o receive free service would constitute such discrimination. 
Furthermore, each carrier is required, under pain of criminal 
penalty, not to neglect or fail to maintain correct and complete . 
records and accounts of the movements of all traffic over its 
facilities. 47 U.S.C. §220. Each carrier is also required to 
collect the federal excise tax levied upon each long distance call. 


26 U.S.C. §4251. These duties were explicitly recognized by

In addition to permitting the telephone company to discharge 
its obligations under the a it is also imperative in the public 
interest that the company be fedounizes to have the right to gather 
necessary proof of thefts of its services. As this Court stated in 
| lv. United States, 384 F.2d 643, 648 (9th Cir. 1967): ce 
MWe do not believe that in the enactment of Section 605, or in any 

of the provisions of Title 47, Congress intended to deprive 

communications systems of their fundamental right to take 

reasonable measures to protect themselves and their properties 

against the illegal acts of a trespasser. " Certainly, the right to 

protection cannot bs limited merely to self-help, but must also 

include the Somaane te right to obtain protection of the law by 

furnishing information concerning violations to duly constituted 

prosecuting agencies. 

When wrongdoers break into the telephone network and 
by use of a "blue box" seize its circuits so that calls can be 
illegally initiated (by circumventing its automatic billing 
machinery), the telephone company is faced with the formidable 
problem of gathering the evidence of such "fraud by wire" for 
purposes of billing and also for prosecution. Since the services 
being stolen are the communications themselves, certain of the 
evidence necessary to establish illegal blue box calling can only 
be gathered through recording. Such feconding was necessary 
to determine: 1) the identity of the calling dlue box user; 


2) the location from which the calls are originating; 3) the

4) the duration of the completed calls (time is a factor in billing). 
The tape recordings were in fact used for precisely this purpose. 

Taf v. United States, 384 ¥. 2d 643, 648 (9th Cir. 
1967), this Court recognized the propriety of the telephone 
company's monitoring of calls "to an extent reasonably necessary 
for the company's investigation, '' but stated that "In our view, 
the monitoring and tape recording for such a length of time [3 
months], after ample evidence had been secured of the illegal 
use by appellant of the company's facilities, was unreasonable 
and unnecessary." 

Actually, the company had a legitimate interest in deter- 
mining the identity of all persons fraudulently using ite equipment, 
as well as the scope and duration of the fraud being perpetrated 
upon it. in| b. United States, 382 F. 2d 607 (10th Cir. 
1967), telephone company monitoring which continued for a nine 
month period was held lawful. The Pe cannot exercise its 
rights and fulfill its duties unless it is permitted to monitor So 
long as the unlawful blue box calls continue. Such monitoring 
could not conflict with Section 605 since that section does not 
insure privacy to persons stealing from the telephone company. 

No matter how the Court may view monitoring for a three 
month period, there is no issue of monitoring for an unreasonable - 
duration ia this case because all of the Seeonabiue suppressed 


were of telephone calls occurring within the three days after the 


monitoring commenced. None of appellees were parties to calls

This is analagous to the well established 
rule that evidence obtained from a defendant during a brief period 
of detention does not Hecomes inadmissible because of subsequent 


unnecessary delay in arraignment. United States v. [

572 (D.C.Cir. 1965). 


Cc. THE TAPE RECORDINGS WERE LAWFULLY 
DISCLOSED TO THE GOVERNMENT. 


The telephone company, like any other private citizen, 
has the right and duty to report crimes to the appropriate federal 
law enforcement authority. 

United States v.| 226 F.2d 281 (Sth Cir. 1955); 
aff'd per curiam, 351 U.S. 916 (1956), makes it plain that 


disclosure is not an issue when the caller is a wrongdoer who 
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— be 
cannot cdl ic protection of Section 605 Mody. . i gets 
United States, 382 F.2d 607 (10th Cir. 1967), anid Hanna v. 

\United States, 404 F. 2d 405 (5th Cir. 1968), recognize the 
‘propriety of disclosure under these circumstances. 

Even assuming arguendo the applicability of Section 605, . 
the disclosure made in this case was proper. This is so because 
the first clause of the section provides for divulgence of 
comrnunications transmitted over interstate facilities to, aigae 
others, the "proper accounting or distributing officers" and "in 
response to a subpoena" or "on demand of other lawful authority. " 
With the advent of automstion in recent years, the telephone 
companies' security representatives have taken over some 
functions of the operator in making certain that toll charges are 
properly assessed. In the situation where a blue box caller 
deliberately circumvents the automatic billing machinery, it 
becomes the function of the company's special agents conducting 
the investigation to obtain the necessary billing information while 
the call was "in progress." In these pipe iiastanees: they are 
not conducting an investigation after the fact, but rather are 
simultaneously conducting the investigation and securing necessary 
billing information during the actual transmission of each of the 
fraudulent calls. Thus, the special agents are members of the 
class engaged in “assisting in receiving . . . or assisting in 
transmitting" and are also "proper accounting or distributing 


officers'' and as such are expressly authorized to receive and 


19. 
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disclose gsuant to subpoena the informeio obtained during 
transmission. . | 

According to the stipulated facts the telephone company 
notified an Assistant United States Aveapaey that it had evidence 
that! __]telephone was being used to place "blue box" calls in 
violation of the federal fraud by wire statute, and that the 
conversations on the tapes "sounded like gambling." Neither the 
parties names, occupation or telephone numbers were divulged, 
nor was there any disclosure of the existence or contents of any 
particular communication. After being informed of the existence 
of tape recordings of these unlawful calls, the Assistant United 
States Attorney caused a eoaue jury subpoena to be served upon 
the telephone company, and the tape recordings were produced 
in response thereto. Thus even though Section 605 does not 
protect the illegally placed calls, in fact the disclosure require- 
ments of that section were completely fulfilled. 

Additionally, when the connaay discovers unlawful 
activity such as blue box calling, it must disclose the information 
it possesses or subject itself to the penalties provided in Title 
18, United States Code, Section 4, for misprision of a felony. 

In conclusion, since the existence and contents of the 
communications were both lawfully obtained and lawfully divulged 
without any violation of Section 605, the tape recordings were 
not subject to suppression upon the wintions of appellees, and 
the indictmenis were not properly dismissed. See Hanna v. 
United States, 404 F.2d 405, 408-409 ( «+ Cir. 1968). 
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b os _ CONCLUSION 


For the reasous stated,. the order of the District Court 
suppressing evidence and dismissing the indictments should be 


reversed.
